ing among convicts at the state pris- 
on here broke out this morning. Five 
buildings were set on fire. Companies 
E and F of the First Blinois Infan- 
try, now in Federal 'service and en- 
camped near here, were called to 
assist the guards in .quelling the dis- 
turbance. 
' The penitentiary-.is on the out- 
skirts of the city. -Three fire com- 
panies which responded to the alarm 
met opposition from 
the convicts, 


who iised bricks arid ; tools 
stolen 


from the implement house as weap- 
ons. There were some knives among 
them also. 
; 
The' first work of the soldiers was 


to clear the convicts away from the 
blazing buildings so that the firemen 
could work. This was quickly ac- 
complished. 
At 11.14, three hours 
after the trouble started, the con- 
victs had been subdued, but the sol- 
• diera were -making steady progress 
in -herding them 
toward the cell 


rooms. The infantry men were in- 
structed not to. shoot unless to save 
their own 'lives.

New York, June 5.— All the fa- 


miliar signs which herald a great 
offensive are reported from the Brit- 
ish front in France, and everything 
points to the near approach of a- re- 
sumption of fighting on a great scale 
in the western front,. The thunder 
.of the British guns increases day by 
day in volume^ while trench raids 
and other feintings for position mul- 
tiply in number. 


The most interesting feature in 


the meager official reports is the 
repeated announcement of 
a tre- 


mendous artillery duel in progress 
around ^ the little Belgian village of 
Wytschaete, about five miles north 
of Ypes. 
From this point as far 


south as the famous Vimy Ridge, 30 
miles away, the- guns are roaring 
night and day, apparently indicat- 
ing that General Etyig has chosen 
this wide sector for his next 'big 
blow. 
In this connection, it is re- 


called that General Maurice, director 
general .of .military operations, pre- 
dicted some weeks ago that the next 
British offensive would 
be 
on a' 


vaster scale than any which preceded 
it. 
- 
Wytcnaete marks the head of a 
short salient held by the Germans 
south 
of Ypres. This salient is ; 


roughly three miles deep and aver- 
agesiahout th_§ s|iine extent in width. 
Its -great importfcWSie-lies in the fact 
that it is the only^Wglf land between. 
the British and Lille. Once in; the 
possession of the British their guns 
would command the broad plain be- 
tween: the plateau and Lille, a dis- 
tance of about 10 miles. 
The relative lull in the war thea- 


ters has had no counterpart in the 
field! of politics where events are 
moving rapidly. The opening of the 
Austrian 
parliament 
has 
caused 
something akin to consternation in 
the German press and the pan-Ger- 
man organs especially are filled with 
gloomy predictions over the political 
situation in the 
dual monarchy. 


Their uneasiness is largely based on 
the fact that the German party is in 
a very marked minority in the Aus- 
trian chamber of deputies, while the 
fall of Count Tisza in Hungary has 
given renewed 
confidence to 
the 


Czerch and other German elements. 
In Russia the situation 
remains 


confused and obscured by all manner 
of sensational reports. Two events, 
however, have given fresh heart to 
well-wishers of the infant republic. 
The tfrst is the nearing arrival in 
Petrograd of the American commis- 
sion, and the second is the appoint- 
ment of General Brussiloff as com- 
mander-in-chief 
of Russia's army. 


General Brussiloff enjoys the repu- 
tation of being not only a brilliant 
field commander, but a strong and 
self-reliant man, and 
his appoint- 


ment is taken as a fresh indication 
that Minister 
of War Kerensky's 


promise of a vigorous administration 
was not an idle boast. 
The Prussian junkers are 
still 


putting forward 
extravagant 
pro- 


grams of annexations and indemni- 
ties. They have apparently abandon- 
ed the idea of a separate peace with 
Russia and are now discussing the 
dismemberment 
of that 
country. 


Their boasts have been met with the 
passage by -the French chamber of 
deputies by an overwhelming major- 
ity of a resolution declaring 
that 


peace can only be based on the re- 
turn of Alsace-Lorraine to France 
and the evacuation and restoration 
of the regions invaded by Germany.

Did You Know 


That Ohio was the fourth state 


admitted to the Union 
under 
the 


Constitution of the 
United States, 


and stood seventeenth on the roll of 
states? On April 30, 1802, Congress 
passed an enabling act allowing the 
people of the eastern division of the 
territory northwest of the Ohio River 
to organize a State and to give it 
whatever name they saw fit. On the 
first day of November, 1802, thirty- 
five men representing the counties 
of this territory, met in the village 
of Chillicothe to draw up a Consti- 
tution for the 
proposed 
State of 


Ohio. 
These men ratified the first 


Constitution of Ohio on the twenty- 
ninth of November, 1802. This in- 
strument made Chillicothe the first 
capital of Ohio. February 17, 1803, 
the Congress of the 
United States 


passed an act admitting Ohio into 
the Union under that Constitution. 
The first General Assembly of Ohio 
convened March 1, 1803, and Ohio 
thereupon became a state.

the first of August in that state we 
return to Indiana aud Illinois, 
and 


close the first days of September 
with three Chautauquas in the city 
of Chicago. 


Todaj, \\& are here m the city of 


Chauannoga, \uiere I spoke at 3 p. 
m. I ha\e just returned Irorn Look- 


\\itness to it ail. 
I listened to the 


story as told and viewed thobe in- 
teresting scenes m silence. I made 
no comment but I say to jou that 
upon that 
particular" point in our 


nation's history I find nothing 
of 


which to be proud. 


All the cities of the south are ex- 


tremely decorated with the national 
colors?, the national 
anthems 
are 


being sung and played with enthus- 
iasm at 
the 
chautauquas, picture 


bnows and all public meetings. 
In 


every city every day the streets are 
crowded with soldiers, and especially 
is this true of Chattanooga. In no 
way, 
however, is the south proving 


her loyalty and devotion to the na- 
tional cause 
more 
enthusiastically 


than in her response to the national 
appeal for greater intensity of farm- 
ing, for an increased acreage, and 
increased production of food supplies. 


out Mountain. It was my pleasure 
to visit this mountain 23 years ago 
and the impression I then formed of 
its beauty and ihe surrounding pic- 
turesque scenery has been 
lasting. 


To me the scenery 
to be viewed 


from this wonderful elevation 
is

you blend the natural -with the his- 
toric interest. 
Of course the city of 


Chattanooga has been having a won- 
derful growth, and taken in connec-

I have upon this trip aad excel- 


lent opportunity to study at this dis- 
tant period in time the problems in- 
volved in our great Civil War, and 
the resultant effects thereof 
I have 


spoken in Charleston, S C-. which 
was the cradle of secession: Colum- 
bia, S. C., where the articles of se- 
cession were adopted, in Charlotte, 
N. G., the last capital of the Confed- 
eracy, and Montgomery, the 
first 


capital. 


The Daughters of the Confederacy 


have placed iron tablet inscriptions 
upon all buildings of historic inter- 
est 
commemorating the 
historic 


event. In Charlotte. N. C.. the old 
building is sHll standing in which 
Jeff Davis and his cabinet had their 
last meeting, and from 
which au- 


thority was issued to General John- 
ston to surrender. A few feet distant 
from this building on the street cor- 
ner placed in the sidewalk is an iron 


1 plate marking the spot where 
Jeff 


' Davis stood when he learned of the 
death of Lincoln.

I saw in a paper the other day 


where 500 negroes, starving and des- 
titute in Cincinnati, were ordered on 


I to the trains with direction to keep 
' on going until they lancled back in 
their southern homes. 


I somehow imagine the southern 


white people must smile 
at 
such 


news items for two reasons. First, 
because they realize the people of 
the north as a whole do not want 
the negroes, and" second, because the 
people of the south need them and 
therefore do want them. The facts 
are that efforts are now being made 
by the southern white ^man to pre- 
vent the exodus of the negro. 


Another fact which has impressed 


me especially is the immense amount 
of original forest lond. In these old 
original states, I did not expect to 
see so much uncleared land.

tall, heautiful pine trees cover the 
level lands, the hills and the moun- 
tains to greet our vision daily.

am verv much convinced that the 
south today is offering opportunities

other section of our country- Every 
city of the south almost has its cot- 
ton mill and some have several, and 
as I have heard many speak of the 
immense wealth in this 'industry I 
have decided that cotton mill presi- 
dent is a synonym for millionaire. 
It has been my pleasure to be shown 
through some of these great mills, 
following the cotton in its original 
condition until it comes out in its 
finished state of muslin 
or 
other 


fabrics. 
At 
Durham. 
N. C., and 


Winstpn-Salem, we had the privilege 
of going through the great tobacco 
factories where the respective pro- 
ducts Bull-Durham, Duke's Mixture 
and Prince Albert tobaccos are man- 
ufactured. 


These are great cities in the heart 


of the great tobacco-producing cen- 
ters of the world, and their property 
to a great extent rests upon this in- 
dustry. Even as you walk along the 
streets of the eity~of Durham a very 
striking tobacco odor constantly fills 
the air. One of the ladies on this 
circuit, after registering at the hest 
hotel in the city and was shown to 
her room, promptly went 
to 
the 


clerk and objected to 
the ground that the preceding oc- 
cupant had left the room filled with 
the odor of tobacco, and she was 
transferred to 
another room.
